DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 7-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 7 and all dependent claims recite limitations comprising only logic. Since 
"logic" does not comprise any physical element, the use of the terminology, "A system" 
appears to be misdescriptive. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

Claims 7-18, as best understood, are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the 
claimed invention is directed to non-statutory subject matter. The claims recite merely 
logic or computer code that is not embodied on a computer readable medium . 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 
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Claims 1-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Duffy et al. "610 in view of Teglovic et al. 765. 

Duffy et al. disclose, or inherently teach a supply chain management system that 
provides buyers with a list of suppliers of interest as well as software for submitting 
purchase orders via template and the ability to track shipments for confirmation of 
contract terms being met. See, at least, paragraphs 25-30, 35, 42, 45, 46, 60, 70, 85- 
93, 106. 

Duffy et al. lacks the teaching of generating an alert upon determining that the 
independent supply chain management system did not receive the confirmation of the 
receipt of the electronic order form from the distributor. 

Teglovic et al. disclose a system that generates an alert when an order 
confirmation is not received (see, at least, claims 13, 17, and Col. 6, lines 8-14). 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the 
invention to modify Duffy et al. to include generating an alert upon determining that the 
independent supply chain management system did not receive the confirmation of the 
receipt of the electronic order form from the distributor, in view of Teglovic et al., in order 
to provide a significant reduction in time for customer information exchange such as 
customer inquiries (See Col. 2, lines 3-12). 

Relevant Prior Art 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure.
